As I told John, if the Post for special 
reasons, not news value, decides against going with this. I'll know and will let him knov 
The special reason is flak over an earlier story mentioning Roy Wilkins (whose nnmo 
firs some of the spaces in the enclosed records). 

Of course all of tills was dearly illegal for the GLA, as one of the records shows 
it recignlzed. 

I didn't get these records until I 3 ued the CIa for money fraud. Literally. The 
battle is to get what they still withhold, which has to be hotter. 

A f I told John I hnva a real jf 4jng story of different nature, an the assassination 
itself. The c Enquirer has never been interested in any black angles - and who can argue 
with its oucess? But I think that for the relatively small sums involved for it it may 
well be missing a chance to broadner its readership and increase circulation.
